Those warnings are given dur- 
ing the soldiers’ reintegration 
program, a seven-day series of 
briefings designed to prepare 
soldiers for life after combat 
deployments. 

Four of the soldiers involved, 
assigned to the 47th Forward 
Support Battalion, had arrived 
at the base in the past week and 
were still undergoing that rein- 
tegration process, said Bianca 
Bowen, director of plans, train- 
ing, mobilization and security in 
Baumholder. 

They would have been instruct- 
ed on the dangers of substance 
abuse and drunken driving just 
two days before the accident, she 
said. 

The five male soldiers were 
traveling toward Kaiserslaut- 
ern early Sunday in a rented 
Audi station wagon when the car 
drove off the side of Autobahn 
63, causing the vehicle to flip and 
eject everyone, Bungert said. 
The exact time of the accident is 
unknown, but the soldiers were 
discovered by a German hunter 
around 7 a.m., she said. 

“IT don’t know how long they 
were there before they were 
found,” she said. “It was a very, 
very bad accident.” 

The five soldiers involved in 
the crash range in age from 22 to 
29, Bungert said. The 29-year-old 
driver was seriously injured. The 
survivors are being treated at 
German hospitals in Mainz and 
Ludwigshafen, Bungert said. 

The names of the deceased are 
being withheld pending next-of- 
kin notification. 

The crash occurred off the 
southbound lanes of Autobahn 63

near Gollheim, which is between 
Mainz and Kaiserslautern. Po- 
lice believe the driver fell asleep 
at the wheel. 

A photo from the German auto- 
bahn police shows a chalk outline 
of tire tracks gradually veering 
off the autobahn and into road- 
side brush. A guardrail begins 
just after the point the vehicle 
left the road, police photos show. 
Once the vehicle left the road, 
it drove through the brush and 
struck the entry of a tunnel built 
for pedestrians to cross under 
the autobahn, Bungert said. 

During the reintegration pro- 
cess, soldiers are neither pro- 
hibited from drinking alcohol

nor kept from driving their cars 
if they have a valid license and 
their vehicles passed inspection. 

“They have been gone so long. 
You can’t tell them they can’t 
drink. And they are adults,” 
Bowen said. “Once they are 
out of that building, we have no 
control.” 

During the reintegration brief- 
ing given this week in Baum- 
holder, soldiers are shown a slide 
that states the number of alcohol- 
related incidents has increased 
for soldiers returning home from 
combat zones. One slide says that 
since Sept. 11, 2001, the Army 
has had a 7 percent increase in 
problem drinkers, according to 


one of the fondest stories told by 


the Reintegration Unit Risk In- 
ventory Survey Data. 

“It’s a very thorough briefing,” 
Bowen said. “And this is the first 
tragic accident that I can recall 
in my three years as part of 
reintegration.” 

Most soldiers, though, prefer to 
imbibe in downtown Baumholder 
where they can walk to the bars, 
Bowen said, and several patrols 
can pick them up there and re- 
turn them to the base. 

She said she believed the sol- 
diers involved in the crash were 
returning from a concert to un- 
dergo afternoon dental exams as 
part of reintegration. 

“It’s such an_ unfortunate 
thing,” she said. “We feel for 
their families.” 

Several soldiers gathered out- 
side the headquarters for the 
47th FSB on Monday afternoon. 

“People are having a rough 
time with it,” said an officer who 
asked not to be named because 
they had been instructed not talk 
about the incident until family 
members were notified. “It’s one 
of those things that just shouldn’t 
have happened.” 

Units from the 2nd Brigade 
Combat Team started deploy- 
ing from Baumholder in early 
2008. Most returned in May, 
with 12 soldiers lost during the 
deployment. 

“We’re just starting to grieve,” 
said a 47th FSB soldier who de- 
ployed with the men killed in the 
crash. “Nobody thinks something 
like this is going to happen when 
you return. It’s like losing your 
family members.”

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — Po- 
lice in Little Rock say a man who 
likely had “political and religious 
motives” shot two new Army sol- 
diers, killing one, at a military re- 
cruiting center. 

Police Chief Stuart Thomas 
identified the victim who died 
as 24-year-old William Long of 
Conway. He and the second sol- 
dier, both wearing fatigues, had 
recently completed basic training 
and volunteered to help attract 
others to the military. 

The suspect pulled up a black 
vehicle outside the Army-Navy 
recruiting office in west Little 
Rock and fired shots about 10:30 
a.m. 

Thomas told reporters at a 
news conference that the gunman 
targeted the military but was not 
believed to be part of a broader 
scheme. 

The two soldiers were outside 
the office when they were shot. 
They were taken to a hospital, 
where one died. 

The vehicle was stopped on In- 
terstate 630 a short time later and 
a suspect was taken into custody. 
Police Lt. Terry Hastings said 
the suspect pulled over and sur- 
rendered without incident. 

Police found an assault rifle in 
the vehicle.

‘A ticket to a better life’ 


Misawa counselor’s plan to help Nepalese succeeds beyond expectations

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — Can one 
person make a difference in the face of stag- 
gering poverty, rampant corruption and a 
society in which some families would rather 
sell their daughters into a life of human slav- 
ery than worry about another mouth to feed? 

Susan Blake, a counselor from Sollars 
Elementary School at Misawa Air Base, 
Japan, found herself haunted by that question 
following a trekking expedition to Nepal. 

She decided to see what she could accom- 
plish. Her goal: raise the roughly $700 that it 
takes to pay, feed and house a schoolteacher 
in Nepal for one year. 

But what she managed to do was pull a 
community together. 

As of late May, countless volunteers at 
Misawa had raised more than $5,300 for what 
they called Project Nepal. 

“It’s been absolutely amazing, heartwarm- 
ing, way beyond my wildest expectations,” 
Blake said. “Our money goes a long way in 
Nepal.” 

The project blossomed from two chance 
meetings. 

Blake, a self-professed trekking fanatic, 
planned the trip of a lifetime for late last year. 





Before going, she met a Nepalese school- 
teacher who was visiting Japan. When Blake 
learned just how desperate the conditions 
were at the teacher’s school, she vowed to 
deliver as many school supplies as she could 
carry. 

And when she landed in Kathmandu, the 
man leading her expedition explained that his 
father, Mingma Sherpa, was heavily involved 
in working with schools. She returned to 
Nepal earlier this year to continue her work 
with Mingma Sherpa. 

What she found on the visits stunned her. 
The schools were basically concrete build- 
ings, some with dirt floors and no roofs. 
Teachers kept scraps of precious chalk in 
locked boxes. Most of the children had never 
seen a box of crayons. 

She knew she had to do something. 

“An education can be a ticket to a better life 
for a lot of people,” she said. 

She invited fellow educators at Misawa to 
discuss a fundraising project. The school’s 
Parent-Teacher Organization helped sponsor 
the effort and members of the community 
quickly joined. 

Girl Scouts from Troop 76 collected 
supplies. 

Christopher Born and Rhonda Jackson, 
student council advisers, brought the project 


to the kids at the school, who assisted. 

The third-grade class officers manned 
weekend collection points. 

Local photographers John Kock and Simon 
Park held fundraising projects. 

Sheri Light held a Pampered Chef party 
and donated the proceeds. 

The money began adding up. Instead of 
thinking about just one teacher, organizers 
began asking whether they could start a 
scholarship program to see a child go past the 
traditional fifth-grade education. 

Blake said they’re also looking at the 
Nepalese Youth Opportunity Foundation, 
which works to “buy back” girls who have 
been sold into slavery. Child trafficking has 
long been a concern in Nepal, where less than 
half of all girls are literate and the country’s 
courts often discriminate against women, 
according to the NYOF Web site. 

Blake said what’s impressed her most about 
the project at Misawa is the “power that 
everybody possesses and the generosity of 
this base.” 

She said it’s exciting “to have the opportu- 
nity to truly change a life and help, as we have 
so much.”

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Gates meets with Philippine leaders 


Secretary confirms N. Korea transported long-range missile to a new launch site

MANILA, Philippines — Defense Secre- 
tary Robert Gates crammed his scheduled 
two-day visit to the Philippines into a four- 
hour tour that included a meeting with the 
nation’s defense minister, a briefing on U.S. 
counterterrorism training and support of 
Philippine forces, and a stop to pay respects 
to the more than 17,000 World War II troops 
buried at the American military cemetery. 

Aircraft difficulties forced Gates’ con- 
densed schedule, but it was time enough for 
Gates to confirm reports that the region’s pri- 
mary threat, North Korea, had transported a 
long-range missile approximately one week 
after conducting an underground nuclear test 
explosion. 

“We have seen some signs that they may be 
doing something with another Taepodong-2 
missile, but it’s not clear what they are going 
to do,” he said. 

The missile, capable of reaching Alaska,

On Monday, he would only say he wanted 
to take a “wait-and-see” approach to the high- 
level U.S. delegation on its way to Tokyo, 
Seoul, Beijing, and Moscow — the capitals of 
the four other party nations. 

Gates is the first American secretary of de- 
fense to visit the Philippines in 10 years, and 
the first Obama administration cabinet offi- 
cial to come here. 

Gates met with Gilberto Teodoro Jr., the 
Philippines secretary of national defense, and 
discussed U.S. assistance and support for the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines and broader 
regional security issues, Gates said before 
visiting with Philippine troops. 

The Pentagon considers its operations here 
a model of successful counterterrorism train- 
ing and partnership with local forces. 

The U.S. arrived in 2002 because terrorists 
associated with the Sept. 11 attacks and Bali 
bombings, including Muslim extremist group 
Abu Sayyaf, were centrally located in the 
southern Philippines’ Sulu Archipelago and 
the large island of Mindanao. 

“They were able to set up safe havens and 
terrorist camps down there,” said Col. Bill 
Coultrup, commander of the Joint Special 
Operations Task Force—Philippines.

Roughly 600 U.S. troops are stationed at 
Camp Aguinaldo, the Philippine army head- 
quarters. Their work is done largely out of the 
media spotlight. But seven years out, where 
fighters and funding once flowed directly 
from Afghanistan, those connections — and 
the number of terrorist acts — have declined. 

Philippine forces are carrying out counter- 
terrorism operations on their own, Coultrup 
said, often with minimal U.S. guidance or 
support. 

This year, the U.S. military is working clos- 
er with the U.S. Agency for International De- 
velopment to revitalize largely ungoverned 
trouble spots of Mindanao, some of which 
have been neglected for more than 100 years, 
through military-civilian humanitarian proj- 
ects that seek to improve security and living 
standards. 

“T help the Filipino military target enemy 
sanctuaries down there,” said Coultrup. “We 
use our projects to help shrink down those 
sanctuaries.” 

A new road, he said, allows travel to and 
from isolated communities and provides in- 
telligence about terrorist groups in the area. 

Additionally, in central Mindanao, Coul- 
trup said, “There were a lot of problems ear- 
lier in the year between some of the, what we 
call, lawless MILF elements,” referring to the 
Moro Islamic Liberation Front, but a peace 
deal allowed them to surrender. 

Defense officials said the Philippines expe- 
rience was “a very good model for counter- 
insurgency,” but cautioned against making 
direct comparisons to operations in other 
countries. When asked if those lessons could 


be applied to Pakistan, Gates said building 
partnerships and capacity around the world 
would be “one of the fundamental tenets of 
American foreign policy under the Obama 
administration, as well as the Department of 
Defense itself.” 

“We will move with these varying coun- 
tries at a pace that is comfortable to them,” 
he said. 

The Philippines stop was overdue, Gates 
noted, given the decade since the last visit 
from a Pentagon chief and more than 20 years 
since Gates himself was here. 

“Frankly, it’s been too long on both counts,” 
he said. 

Gates made the Asia trip in part, his aides 
have said, because he wants to build better 
personal contacts with defense leaders of for- 
eign nations. 

The secretary’s first stop here was to lay 
a wreath at the Manila American Military 
Cemetery and Memorial, where 17,206 troops 
from the U.S. and 11 allied nations who 
were killed in World War II are interred in 
sloping circles of white crosses and Stars of 
David. More than 3,700 of them are marked 
“Unknown.” 

It is the largest American military cem- 
etery outside the United States, and etched 
into its circular walls are the names of 36,285 
additional troops believed missing or unac- 
counted from the Pacific theater. 

On one wall above the secretary, as he 
placed a remembrance wreath, the memo- 
rial read: “Let us here highly resolve that the 
cause for which they died shall live.”

The practice of publicizing 
enemy casualty counts has 
revealed a split among mili- 
tary officials, who debate the 
value of such a tactic, The 
Wall Street Journal reported 
Monday. 

Some contend that it en- 
courages troops to see the 
enemy suffering losses in 
combat. Others say a focus 
on killing distracts from the 
strategic goals the military 
is trying to achieve. 

U.S. officials have an- 
nounced more than 2,000 
insurgent deaths in the last 
14 months, The Journal re- 
ported, adding that officials 
say it counters enemy pro- 
poganda in the war zones 
and strengthens American 
resolve at home. The prac- 
tice, however, has not been 
universally adopted. 

U.S. Army public affairs 
officers regularly release 
enemy casualty counts, 
The Journal noted, but the 
NATO-led International 
Security Assistance Force 
rarely does. 

“Recording an ongoing 
body count is hardly going 
to endear us to the people of 
Afghanistan,” British Royal 
Navy Capt. Mark Durkin, 
an ISAF spokesman, told the 
paper. 

During the Vietnam War, 
the casualty count was the 
most common metric for 
determining success and 
failure, but it has been less 
prominent since then. In the 
early years of the current 
wars, the enemy casualty 
count was used periodically. 
But, The Journal wrote, it 
became more common in 
early 2008 as commanders 
sought to counter the notion 
that U.S. forces were losing 
the fight in Afghanistan. 





‘Human error’ blamed for 134 incorrect promotion notifications

ARLINGTON, Va. — Due to a “human 
error,” 134 petty officers second class were 
incorrectly notified that they had been 
promoted to E-6 before the Memorial Day 
weekend, said Rear Adm. Dan Holloway. 

The chief of Naval Personnel has ordered 
an investigation into how the mistake hap- 
pened, said Holloway, director of the Na- 
vy’s military personnel, plans and policy 
division. 

About 60 sailors had already been 
“frocked,” meaning they were allowed to 
wear the higher rank insignia. 

“We deeply regret, as you can imagine, 


the human error causing the hardship over 
the Memorial Day weekend, and of course, 
a lot of those folks thought they had suc- 
ceeded and [were] celebrating, and then to 
receive the news that it was an error,” Hol- 
loway said. 

While the Navy correctly calculated 
these sailors’ advancement scores and the 
quota for how many sailors should advance 
to E-6, it accidentally put more names on 
the advancement list than the quota al- 
lowed, Navy officials said. The mistake af- 
fects “Full Time Support” sailors, most of 
whom are based in the United States, Hol- 
loway said. 

The 134 sailors will not be able to keep 


their E-6 rank, but the Navy’s mistake will 
not hurt their chances for future advance- 
ment, he said. 

“They will be able to — for those who 
are still competing — to compete with a 
clean slate, and like everyone else, to build 
their portfolio and their record so that they 
can go after their goal in advance and stay 
Navy,” Holloway said. 

None of the sailors had begun to receive 
E-6 pay, but those sailors who had assumed 
E-6 responsibilites will have to be de- 
frocked. A statement will be entered into 
their personnel records making clear that 
the action was “due to an administrative 
error which resulted in erroneous frocking 


and not because of any adverse action,” a 
Navywide message said. 

“We did that for a purpose to make sure 
that every one of these 134 were protected, 
and [to] ensure that it was a permanent re- 
cord that it was our error,” Holloway said. 

In a related error, 31 sailors were not 
told that they had been promoted to E-6, he 
said. 

The Navy has since added an extra check 
to make sure the human error in question 
does not happen again, Holloway said. 

“We do not want to put our sailors through 
this,” Holloway said.

BAGHDAD — Iraqi civilian 
deaths fell dramatically in May 
after what was the bloodiest 
month of the year, officials said 
Monday. Meanwhile, a bomb in a 
Baghdad market killed four peo- 
ple — a sign that the city remains 
far from secure. 

Also Monday, a suicide bomb- 
er exploded his car at a police 
checkpoint in Jalula, 80 miles 
northeast of Baghdad, killing a 
7-year-old child and wounding 
eight other people, an Iraqi police 
official said. 

At least 165 Iraqis died in May 
in war-related violence, includ- 
ing 31 Iraqi security forces and 
134 civilians, according to tally 
by Iraq’s government. That com- 
pared to at least 355 reported 
killed by the ministries in April. 

Still, high-profile attacks con- 
tinue. Monday’s bombing in 
Baghdad occurred shortly before 
8 a.m. at the Rasheed market in 
the Dora neighborhood — the 








same market that was the scene 
of a car bombing last month that 
killed 15 people and wounded 
nearly 50. Fourteen people were 
also wounded in the attack. 

Sectarian tensions remain 
high in Dora, a mostly Sunni dis- 
trict with some Shiite enclaves. 
Its wholesale market has been 
a repeated target of insurgents 
over the years. An Iraq police of- 
ficial said the bomb was planted 
near the front gate of the market, 
and exploded as trucks carrying 
fruits and vegetables were wait- 
ing to enter with their goods. 

Falah Amer al-Jubouri, the 
owner of a shop inside the mar- 
ket, said he was bargaining with 
wholesale sellers about prices 
when the blast went off. 

A grenade thrown at a U.S. pa- 
trol in the northern city of Mosul 
missed the Americans but killed 
one Iraqi and wounded 15 others, 
said an Iraqi official at the opera- 
tions command in Ninevah prov- 
ince, where Mosul is located.

Paris-bound jet disappears 
while flying across Atlantic

SAO PAULO — An Air France 
jet carrying 228 people from Rio 
de Janeiro to Paris ran into a tow- 
ering wall of thunderstorms and 
disappeared over the Atlantic 
Ocean. French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy told passengers’ families 
Monday that “prospects of find- 
ing survivors are very small.” 

The area where the plane 
could have gone down is vast, in 
the middle of very deep Atlan- 
tic Ocean waters between Brazil 
and the coast of Africa. Brazil’s 
military searched for it off its 
northeast coast, while the French 
military scoured the ocean near 
the Cape Verde Islands off the 
West African coast. 

France has asked the U.S. mili- 
tary to use its network of spy sat- 
ellites and listening stations to 
help find the jet, French defence 
ministry officials said Monday. 

Air France Flight 447, a 4-year- 
old Airbus A330, left Rio on Sun- 
day night with 216 passengers 
and 12 crew members on board, 
said company spokeswoman Bri- 
gitte Barrand. 

If all 228 were killed, it would 
be the world’s deadliest commer- 
cial airline disaster since 2001. 

Sarkozy, speaking at Paris’ 
Charles de Gaulle airport, said 
the cause is unclear and that “no 
hypothesis” is being excluded. He 
called it “a catastrophe like Air 
France has never before known.” 

Chief Air France _ spokes- 
man Francois Brousse said “it 
is possible” the plane was hit by 
lightning, but aviation experts 
expressed doubt that a bolt of 
lightning was enough to bring the 
plane down. 

GE Aviation spokesman Rick 
Kennedy discounted engine 
trouble as a possible cause — he 
said the plane’s CF6-80E engine 
“is the most popular and reliable 
engine that we have for big air- 
planes in the world.” 

The plane indicated it was still 
flying normally more than three 
hours after takeoff, as it left Bra- 
zil radar contact at9:48 EDT. It 
was flying at 35,000 feet and trav- 
eling at 522 mph.

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Biogas plant converts waste from

STERKSEL, Netherlands 
— The 2,700 pigs on the $1.3 mil- 
lion farm that John Horrevorts 
manages yield more than ham 
and bacon. A biogas plant makes 
enough electricity from the pigs’ 
waste to run the farm and feeds 
extra wattage into the Dutch na- 
tional grid. 

Horrevorts even gets bonus 
payments for reducing green- 
house gas emissions. 

As the world struggles to re- 
duce pollution that causes climate 
change, attention has focused on 
the burning of fossil fuels in facto- 
ries, power stations and vehicles. 
But U.N. scientists say farming 
and forestry account for more 
than 30 percent of the greenhouse 
gases that are heating the earth. 
Much of that pollution comes from 
cattle, sheep and pigs that belch or 
excrete methane, a heat-trapping

Negotiators from 190 countries 
have been working to reach a 
new climate change agreement 
on ways to reduce emissions and 
help countries adapt to changes in 
climate.

It’s also a growing source of 
pollution. The latest research by 
the U.N.’s Food and Agriculture 
Organization shows animal hus- 
bandry accounts for 18 percent of 
all greenhouse gases, when taking 
into account the grassland and for- 
ests that are cleared for livestock. 

One way to deal with it is to 
reduce the methane animals pro- 
duce by changing their diet or 
through breeding. Another is to 
make use of it and burn it.

Last survivor of Titanic dies

LONDON — Miuillvina Dean 
was the youngest passenger on 
RMS Titanic, just 9 weeks old 
when she was wrapped in a sack 
and lowered from the sinking 
ship into a lifeboat bobbing on the 
frigid North Atlantic. 

Dean lived to become the di- 
saster’s last survivor. She died 
Sunday at age 97 in Southampton, 
the English port from which her 
family sailed on the ill-fated liner, 
intending to begin a new life in 
the United States. 

Dean’s friend Gunter Babler 
said she died in her sleep at 
Woodlands Ridge Nursing Home 
early Sunday, the 98th anniver- 
sary of the launch of the ship 
that was billed as “practically 
unsinkable.” 

“Her secret for a happy life was 
a sense of humor and a kind heart 
and that’s what you experienced 
when you met Millvina,” said

Irish writer Don Mullan, who set 
up a fund to help pay Dean’s nurs- 
ing home bills. 

The Titanic hit an iceberg on 
the night of April 14, 1912. The 
ship sank in less than three hours. 
Dean had no memory of the disas- 
ter in which her father died. 

Dean’s family were steerage 
passengers immigrating to the 
United States. Her father had sold 
his pub and hoped to open a tobac- 
conists’ shop in Kansas City, Mo., 
where his wife had relatives. 

Dean’s 2-year-old _ brother, 
Bertram, and mother, Georgette, 
also survived, floating in lifeboat 
No. 13 until rescue ships arrived. 

Initially scheduled to travel 
on another ship, the family was 
transferred to the Titanic be- 
cause of a coal strike. About 380 
miles southeast of Newfound- 
land, the ship hit an iceberg. The 
impact buckled Titanic’s hull 
and sent water pouring into its 
compartments. 

Born on Feb. 2, 1912, Elizabeth 
Gladys “Muillvina” Dean spent

BEIJING — Treasury Secre- 
tary Timothy Geithner sought to 
assure America’s biggest credi- 
tors on Monday that the Obama 
administration is committed to 
attacking budget deficits. 

Facing skeptical students at 
China’s Peking University, Geith- 
ner said that once the current re- 
cession and financial crisis are 
over, the administration will get 
America’s fiscal deficit in order. 

“As we recover from this un- 
precedented crisis, we will cut 
our fiscal deficit, we will elimi- 
nate the extraordinary govern- 
ment support that we have put 
in place to overcome the crisis,” 
Geithner said in a speech to stu- 
dents at the university. 

The speech was the first stop 
on a two-day trip to China — 
Geithner’s first as Treasury sec- 
retary — and the students let him 
know through a series of tough 
questions that they wanted an ac- 
counting of the money that China 
has invested in Treasury notes 
and bonds. 

China is the largest holder of 
Treasury securities, the result of 
the billions of dollars that have 
flown into the hands of Chinese 
companies due to more than a 
decade of record trade surpluses 
with the U.S. 

Responding to one question, 
Geithner said, “Chinese financial 
assets are safe. We have the deep- 
est, most liquid financial markets 
in the world.” 

The Treasury announced later 
in the day that Geithner was ap- 
pointing David Loevinger to be 
the department’s coordinator for 
the high-level talks and naming 
David Dollar to be its representa- 
tive in China. 

In his economic speech, Geith- 
ner said that a successful transi- 
tion toa more balanced and stable 
global economy will require sub- 
stantial changes to economic 
policy and financial regulation, 
especially in the world’s largest 
and third-largest economies. 

“How successful we are in 
Washington and Beijing will be 
critically important to the eco- 
nomic fortunes of the rest of the 
world,” Geithner said in his uni- 
versity speech. 

Geithner said that while the 
United States needed to get its 
budget deficits under control, 
China will need to strengthen its 
social safety net in such areas as 
pensions and health care so that 
the Chinese will feel more confi- 
dent about spending more.

TEHRAN, Iran — An arson at- 
tack on a bank killed five people 
on Monday in a southeastern Ira- 
nian city where a mosque bomb- 
ing days earlier killed 25, state 
media said. 

The attacks were both in the 
restive city of Zahedan, which 
sits at a crossroads between Af- 
ghanistan, Pakistan and Iran and 
has seen a sudden explosion of 
violence in the run-up to June 12 
presidential election. 

The mosque bombing on Thurs- 
day was claimed by a Sunni mili- 
tant group Jundallah, or God’s 
Soldiers, which Iran says has 
links to al-Qaida. The group has 
been fighting a low-level cam- 
paign against Iran’s Shiite leader- 
ship for years. 

State-owned Press TV said the 
arson attack targeted the Mehr 
Financial and Credit Institute, 
linked to the paramilitary Basij 
militia which is often involved in 
crackdowns on dissidents. 

The state news agency said the 
city was now calm and police had 
arrested suspects.

Qamar Masood, a senior official 
in Baluchistan province on the 
Pakistan side of the border, said 
the crossing at Taftan had been 
closed for trading but that foot 
traffic was still being allowed. 

The country’s Supreme Leader, 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, accused 
enemies of promoting sectarian 
conflicts in Iran. Though he did 
not name any country, the use of 
the term “enemy” by Iranian of- 
ficials is usually a reference to the 
US. 

“Enemies were trying to cre- 
ate chaos but all people should 
remain aware,’ Khamenei said 
Monday on state radio, adding 
that the enemy was targeting na- 
tional unity in the country. 

Zahedan is the capital of the 
Sistan-Baluchistan province, 
home to a million of Iran’s Sunni 
Muslim minority. Sunnis are be- 
lieved to make up some 6 million 
of Iran’s 70 million people. 

Jundallah has carried out 
bombings, kidnappings and other 
attacks against Iranian soldiers 
since the early 2000s to press its 
campaign for more rights for im- 
poverished Sunnis under Iran’s 
Shiite government. 


Hundreds picket mayor's office in Georgian capital

TBILISI, Georgia — Hundreds of people 
picketed the mayor’s office in Georgia’s capi- 
tal Monday as the opposition continued its 
push for President Mikhail Saakashvili to 
resign. 

About 300 people blocked the street outside 
Tbilisi’s city hall, turning away several people 
who tried to enter. One demonstrator spray- 
painted the words “You should be ashamed” 
on a plate-glass window. 

Opposition forces have protested daily since 
April 9, demanding Saakashvili step down 
over Georgia’s disastrous conflict with Russia 
last year and allegations of authoritarianism 
and electoral fraud. 

Saakashvili has vowed to stay in office 
through the end of his term in 2013. 

Occasional clashes with police and growing 
fractures in the frustrated ranks of the op- 
position have raised fears of violence as the 
standoff persists. 

On Monday demonstrators picketed the 
mayor’s office because they believed law- 
makers were meeting there while the federal 
parliament building remains closed due to 
protests outside. 

Georgia’s parliament is scheduled Tues- 
day to hold its first session since the protests 
began, but may postpone the session to avoid a

LONDON — Britain’s Trea- 
sury chief promised Monday to 
repay a disputed expense claim 
as he sought to avoid becom- 
ing the highest-profile casualty 
in the furor over lawmakers’ 
allowances. 

Before an expected shake-up of 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s 
Cabinet, Chancellor Alistair Dar- 
ling said he would return some 
money he claimed in 2007, after 
a newspaper alleged he charged 
for allowances on two homes at 
once. 

Darling, Home Secretary 
Jacqui Smith — whose expense 
claims included pornographic 
movies ordered by her husband 
— and Communities Secretary 
Hazel Blears are among se- 
nior ministers who have faced 
criticism. 


Netanyahu rejects U.S. 
calls for settlement 


HAVAT GILAD, West Bank — 
Israel’s prime minister on Mon- 
day rejected the U.S. demand for 
a settlement freeze as unreason- 
able, moving closer to a collision 
with the Obama administration, 
while mobs of Jewish settlers at- 
tacked Palestinian laborers and 
burned West Bank fields. 

Six Palestinians were injured 
in the stone-throwing attacks, 
meant to protest the removal 
of several tiny settler squat- 
ter camps by the government 
of Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu. 

In an apparent gesture to 
Obama, Netanyahu has begun 
dismantling small settler out- 
posts built without formal gov- 
ernment authorization. 


Flu-stranded cruise 
passengers leave ship 


SYDNEY — About 2,000 cruise 
ship passengers sequestered at 
sea for days by a swine flu out- 
break among the crew were al- 
lowed to disembark Monday in 
Australia. 

Meanwhile, new cases of the 
virus popped up across Asia, 
with health officials in China, 
the Philippines, South Korea and 
Vietnam confirming a total of 12 
more people have tested positive. 

Relieved passengers of the 
Pacific Dawn streamed off the 
cruise ship in Sydney, with many 
saying they had fun — even 
though their ship was asked not 
to make port calls after three 
crewmembers tested positive for 
the virus.

Japan's ambassador apologizes for Bataan Death March

Japan’s ambassador to the United States 
apologized Saturday on behalf of his coun- 
try for the 65-mile forced walk of U.S. 
troops and allies during World War II that 
left some 11,000 prisoners of war dead. 

“As former prime ministers of Japan 
have repeatedly stated: The Japanese 
people should bear in mind that we must 
look into the past and to learn from the les- 
sons of history,” Ichiro Fujisaki said at the 
American Defenders of Bataan and Cor- 
regidor, the San Antonio Express-News 
reported. 

He said his country was extending a 


heartfelt apology for “having caused tre- 
mendous damage and suffering to many 
people, including prisoners of war, those 
who have undergone tragic experiences.” 

Although Fujisaki received a standing 
ovation from about half of the 400 to 500 
attendees, others said the apology was 
overdue and didn’t seem sincere. 

Former POW Hershel Boushey told the 
ambassador that he did not accept “your 
apology,” and that the atrocities and mis- 
treatment many suffered was severe. 

In 1942, Japanese captors marched 
about 78,000 prisoners of war — 12,000 
Americans and 66,000 Filipinos — for six 


days on the Philippine island of Luzon to 
a prisoner-of-war camp in what became 
known as the Bataan Death March. 

Many prisoners were denied food, water 
or medical care, and some were stabbed or 
beheaded. 

As many as 11,000 prisoners died, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Air Force. 

Survivor Tony Montoya, of Woodland, 
Calif., also questioned Fujisaki’s sincerity. 

“This young man knows very little of the 
atrocities,” Montoya said. “They probably 
rehearsed him on it.” 

Abie Abraham, of Renfrew, Pa., said it 
was time to move on. 


“T was never one of those guys that wor- 
ried about whether we got an apology or 
not,” said Abraham, a 95-year-old veteran. 

“The way I look at it is — Japan is now 
our ally,” Abraham said. 

“Why should we get an apology from 
them?” 

Retired Tech Sgt. Joe Alexander, of San 
Antonio, said he was satisfied because “we 
finally got the apology that we wanted.” 

About 73 surviving Bataan Death March 
veterans of the Army and former Army 
Air Corps members attended the conven- 
tion Saturday, which served as the march 
survivors’ final reunion. 
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College innovation 
has some skeptical

ust how much can a college out- 
source and still be a college? 
The question is no longer just aca- 
demic at Fort Hays State University 
in Kansas. Under a novel arrangement, the 
school will accept credits from a private 
company that runs introductory courses 
in subjects such as economics and English 
composition, listing them on transcripts 
under the Fort Hays State name. 

To some on campus, that sounds like a 
restaurant ordering takeout from a rival 
and serving it up as home cooking. 

“Tt could really damage our academic 
reputation,” said Topher Rome, a gradu- 
ate student who helped start a Facebook 
group opposing the arrangement. 

But the public university notes the ar- 
rangement isn’t for current students there 
— it’s mostly a recruiting tool. Fort Hays 
State hopes to drum up business amid 
declining state funding and a dwindling 
local population, encouraging those who 
sign up for the online courses to continue 
their education through the university. 

It’s the latest chapter in an evolving 
debate about the place of innovation in 
higher education. Is outsourcing teaching 
— especially for huge and often poorly 
run introductory courses — a way for 
colleges to catch up with other industries 
and rein in out-of-control costs? Or does 
it mean gutting what makes universities 
special? 

The company working with Fort

Hays State, StraighterLine, runs its own 
courses, which are designed by experts 
but aren’t led by a professor. The credits 
earned would be indistinguishable from 
those taught at Fort Hays State. 

Given how many students fall through 
the cracks of giant general education 
courses, StraighterLine founder Burck 
Smith says _ for- 
profit alternatives 
deserve a chance to 
prove themselves. 

In his courses, 
students work at 
their own pace, fol- 
lowing online les- 
sons developed in 
conjunction with 
education publish- 
er McGraw-Hill, 
reading assign- 
ments and taking 
exams. Students 
can access up to 10 
hours of individual, 
online tutoring 
— in some cases 
24 hours a day. The 
model, Smith says, 


reduces the inefficiency of a class where 
everyone moves at a different pace. 

The company lets students purchase a 
single course for $399, with six months 
to complete it, or they can pay $99 per 
month and take as many courses as they 
can finish in the required sequence. 

Four other nontraditional or for-profit 
institutions have similar partnerships with 
StraighterLine, but Fort Hays State is the 
only traditional university. Students can 
try to persuade other institutions to take 
the credits, but there’s no guarantee. 

Fort Hays’ financial goal is recruiting 
more students. State funding covers about 
half the portion of the budget it once did, 
Provost Larry Gould said, and the area’s 
population has been declining for more 
than a century. It’s responded with a huge 
online program that enrolls more stu- 
dents off campus (6,800) than there are 
on campus (4,500). 

“Our first job is to provide education 
services to the citizens of western Kan- 
sas,” Gould said, but the university can’t 
do that without generating new revenues. 

So far, Fort Hays has credentialed 
coursework for about 30 StraighterLine 
students, but none has formally trans- 
ferred into the university yet. 
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Appoint health protectors 


Regarding “Generals find suicide a frus- 
trating enemy” (article, May 28, Mideast 
edition): If a new virus were circulating 
among our troops, causing hundreds of 
deaths, epidemiologists would be out in full 
force, identifying the disease and recom- 
mending ways to prevent its spread. But 
when the disease is suicide, senior health 
officials responsible for “force health 
protection” are seemingly nowhere to be 
found, leaving general officers like [Army 
vice chief of staff] Gen. [Peter] Chiarelli 
struggling to identify patterns and to rec- 
ommend preventive actions. 

This epidemic of suicides is a legacy for 
which the Department of Defense’s senior 
public health leaders bear much respon- 
sibility. Every deployed servicemember 
knows well their other failures: trivial- 
izing the health hazards of thick smoke 
from burn pits, advocating ineffective de- 
ployment “health assessments” in place 
of real medical exams; failing to fully 
investigate the neurotoxic effects of the 
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anti-malarial drug mefloquine (Lariam), 
and tacitly permitting the deployment of ill 
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servicemembers on multiple psychotropic 
medications. 

In recent years, these leaders have 
proven themselves poor advocates for the 
distinct health needs of our armed forces. 
Reactionary and defensive to issues when 
they surface, they are slow to propose effec- 
tive, proactive solutions. Increasingly, they 
are vulnerable to accusations of obstruct- 
ing access to data necessary to perform 
transparent public health investigations. 

Relatively untrained and inexperienced 
as compared to their peers in equivalent 
federal agencies, they ever more reliant on 
contractors and outsourcing for much of 
their expertise. 

In light of these weaknesses, oversight 
of force health protection should be tran- 
sitioned out of DOD, and to an appointed 
group of independent civilian experts in 
public health. With lives at stake, never 
again should generals spend another hour 
doing work themselves DOD’s own public 
health “experts” have left undone.

Strands of online info easily woven

hen it comes to online privacy, 

\ \) we all appreciate the risk of pub- 

licizing juicy information such as 

incriminating photos or credit card num- 

bers. But few of us realize a subtler threat: 

In abundance, innocuous, everyday data 
can divulge sensitive information as well. 

Some questions shouldn’t be asked. Em- 
ployers, for instance, generally are not al- 
lowed to discriminate based on marital 
status, sexual orientation and so on. But 
our growing digital footprint is threaten- 
ing our ability to dodge inappropriate in- 
quiries. Through data mining, employers, 
insurers, advertisers and others can infer 
the answers without even asking. 

They need two things: a heap of personal 
data, and the techniques to crunch it. Both 
are readily available. 

People generate and share more infor- 
mation than ever. Besides consciously 
generated Web content such as blogs, Face- 
book profiles and YouTube videos, a steady 
stream of data is exchanged in the back- 
ground. Companies track our searches and 
shopping behavior. Personal electronic 
devices can silently disclose our location 
while we post status updates and photos. 
All this seems innocent enough — and the 
more others do it, the safer we all feel. After 
all, what’s one more Twitter update among 
millions? But the crowd doesn’t hide you. 
Instead, it is the key to coaxing value from 
your information. 

Data mining relies on the principle that 
certain information — though useless in 
isolation — can take on new meaning when 
viewed en masse, or combined with other 
data. Scientists already use this technique. 
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There are two main approaches. First, 
data integration involves combining differ- 
ent types of data to learn something new. 
Consider a photograph of a bicycle: Alone, 
it’s an abstract representation. But tag the 
photo with your home location and a time 
stamp — and a public listing identifying 
the bike as stolen — and suddenly it be- 
comes very meaningful. 

A second approach is data aggregation. 
Gather enough of a certain type of data, and 
trends emerge. For instance, a cell phone’s 
location can be determined by tracking 
its signal. By aggregating enough location 
data from a single cell phone, we derive a 
reliable map of one person’s regular routes 
of travel. From this, we can estimate where 
the phone’s owner is likely to be at a given 
time and perhaps even guess his home lo- 
cation, income and so forth. 

Fusing these approaches is even more 
powerful: that is, combining and mining 
multiple data sets, each very large. Google 
did this last year, pairing aggregate Web 
search queries with location and timing 
data to predict which regions would next 
come down with the flu. It outperformed 
the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Bringing data mining out of research 
labs and applying it to personal data is sur- 
prisingly straightforward. Suppose a re- 
searcher wants to guess something about 
you — Say, your political party affiliation. 
This becomes the target variable, the hid- 
den question. Almost any other individual 
feature — smoking, hair color, preference 
in breakfast cereal — can be correlated 
with this target. To do this, the researcher 
needs to do some background crunching 
on a “gold standard”: a small, representa- 
tive and reliable group for which the re- 
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lationship between the target and a given 
feature is known. Individually, most such 
correlations are weak, and don’t matter 
much. Some may not matter at all. 

But even if no single variable correlates 
well with the target, a group of them may. 
So the researcher characterizes many dif- 
ferent combinations of variables and cor- 
relates them to a target variable, such as 
political affiliation. These correlations are 
often impossible to spot by eye, but com- 
puters excel in sniffing them out. 

And given several modest correlations, 
a stronger prediction can emerge. ... And 
the more correlations are known, the more 
an answer-seeker can rely on clusters of 
shadow attributes, bits of available data 
that correlate strongly with the target. 

In a world of unlimited data where all sta- 
tistical correlations have been computed, it 
becomes unnecessary to ask a forbidden 
question. The answer can be approximated 
quietly elsewhere through the web of in- 
terconnected data that describes each of 
us. Today a job candidate can remove her 
wedding band or otherwise demur when 
questioned; tomorrow her reply may be 
impossible to conceal — or withhold. 

The larger our personal data trails grow, 
the more severe this threat becomes. So if 
we care about protecting individual pri- 
vacy in a meaningful way, it is no longer 
enough just to forbid taboo questions. We 
must also prevent parties from harvesting 
and crunching data in a manner that cir- 
cumvents the need to ask them at all.

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China's imperfect past doesn't dim future

iuquan, a small town in the 
gritty deserts of northwest- 


ern China, was a place once 
moderately celebrated around 
the world as the birthplace of that 
most singular vegetable, rhubarb. 
But, along with the profound 
changes that have engulfed mod- 
ern China, this remote and half- 
forgotten town has lately taken 
a very different direction from 
its botanical beginnings. It has 
become instead — and largely 
because of its splendid isolation 
— the main launch center for 
China’s ever-swelling armada of 
space rockets. 

And at the entrance to its in- 
terplanetary complex there is 
currently a billboard, half in Eng- 
lish, that bristles with pride at the 
community’s makeover. In very 
large letters at its base there is 
written a slogan that Western vis- 
itors may find more than a little 
chilling. It proclaims, and with- 
out apparent fear of contradiction 
or challenge: “Without Haste. 
Without Fear. We Will Conquer 
the World.” 

It is a sentiment well worth 
bearing in mind the next time you 
go to see China’s daily national 
flag-raising ceremony in Tianan- 
men Square. This event takes 
place in precisely the location 
where the tragedy of two decades 
ago happened. And it is every- 
thing that what these days is re- 
ferred to as merely “the incident” 
was not. It is precise, disciplined, 
impeccably choreographed and 
hugely impressive. 

The reverent crowds that show 
up in the chill before sunrise to 
watch do not seem to be aware at 
all that 20 years ago the pavement 
on which they stand was soaked 
in blood, that crushed bicycles 
and injured demonstrators lay 
all about, that trucks filled with 
soldiers careered wildly along 
the grand avenues, rifles blaz- 
ing in all directions, and that the 
square was ringed with tanks and 


armored cars — all directed at a 
few thousand defenseless young 
campaigners for freedom and 
democracy. 

Today’s only connection with 
that gruesome past — personi- 
fied by the soldiers of the goose- 
stepping honor guard who strut 
out from beneath the portrait of 
Mao Tse-tung toward the flag po- 
dium like giant automatons — is 
that, on one level, the ceremony is 
a reminder of the raw and ever- 
present power of the Chinese 
state. The very power — patient, 
measured and implacable — that 
is suggested by the proclama- 
tion on the faraway space center 
billboard. 

A question that troubles so 
many of the world’s China-watch- 
ers, and quite reasonably, is this: 
Will that raw power ever be di- 
rected again toward the very 
people it is supposed to protect? 
Could there be another Tianan- 
men massacre? Would the gov- 
ernment ever again risk bringing 
a firestorm of critical wrath down 
on the country that, in the last 20 
years, has vaulted into the front 
row of the world’s nations. 

It is a difficult subject to dis- 
cuss in China itself. It is said still 
to cause grave dissent among 
the ruling elite, and former dis- 
sidents are still subject to arrest 
— a student leader, who had lived 
in the U.S. since 1993 and was 
trying to visit his ailing parents 
in China, was picked up in Hong 
Kong late last year and remains 
behind bars. But, generally, it is 
a non-topic in the media and has 
been essentially written out of the 
country’s history. 

Bringing it up among young 
Chinese, many of whom weren’t 
born when the killings occurred, 
one becomes aware of what it 
must be like to live in a society 
in which information is so rig- 
idly controlled. Most have only 
the vaguest idea that the trag- 
edy ever occurred. It took sev- 
eral minutes of tactful prompting

to remind Daisy, a 21-year-old 
Beijing sophomore, of what had 
happened — and when the penny 
dropped, she blushed to the roots 
of her hair, began to stammer and 
gestured at the back of the taxi 
driver’s head. “We would be in 
great trouble if he knew what we 
were talking about. I know now 
— the ‘incident’ in the square. It 
is something that we know of, but 
we don’t talk about it. Never.” 

I had much the same reac- 
tion from Frederick, a student 
at Shanghai’s Fudan University. 
“This is a subject that we are 
afraid to talk about. When we 
try to do so, China suddenly feels 
like North Korea, a place that is 
terribly secretive and paranoid. 
Normally China ... isn’t paranoid. 
It is a very free country, though I 
know Americans cannot imagine 
it being so. It is free, as long as 
you don’t discuss certain things. 
And ‘the incident’ is one of them. 
The people who got into trouble, 
what happened to them? We don’t 
know. We will never know. We are 
told not to care.” ... 

They are free as long as they 
don’t discuss certain things. That 


is the Key, the cleverly engineered 
way in which the government 
manages its population and that 
ensures that, no, Tiananmen will 
never happen again. 

Because to people like Daisy 
and Frederick, and even to those 
generations that have a more 
vivid recollection of the events of 
1989, today’s China offers up suf- 
ficient freedom for most to live a 
remarkably content life. Materi- 
ally, most urban and educated 
Chinese are in clover; and most 
Chinese I know seem perfectly 
willing to accept some curbs on 
their liberty — not even setting a 
particularly high value on those 
liberties, as once they did. They 
read of what they believe are the 
consequences of unfettered free- 
doms in the West — violence, 
corruption, drugs, anomie — and 
count themselves lucky that their 
society suffers so few of them. 

Cynics will say that they have 
sold their liberties for a mess of 
pottage. But others will say — 
and Daisy and Frederick did say 
— that the corollary to China’s 
growing economic well-being and 
contentment is the soaring condi- 


tion of the country when com- 
pared with the rest of the world. 
A sense of national pride — some- 
thing the Olympics did much to 
nurture — has the Chinese people 
in its unyielding grip. 

And that, students of realpo- 
litik argue, could lead to what 
truly matters: that though China’s 
power will not again need to be 
directed at its own people, might 
it instead — for the first time in 
China’s history — be directed be- 
yond its borders? 

For what did the signboard 
mean? Precisely what ambition 
did the slogan “We Shall Conquer 
the World” truly signify? 

Local officials explained to 
me that it did not mean military 
conquest. ... The slogan merely 
suggested, and mildly, that China 
might offer the world another way 
— an alternative to the cultural 
influence of McDonald’s, Exxon 
Mobil and General Foods — a re- 
minder that Confucian ideals, for 
instance, matter too. 

Others are less sure the in- 
tent is so innocent. There is talk 
of China acquiring an aircraft 
carrier. American sailors have 
recently felt the lash of Chinese 
anger after straying into contest- 
ed waters north of the Philippines. 
... There is a growing impression 
that the Chinese government is 
beginning to turn its face to the 
world beyond and look the rest of 
us in the eye. ... 

Now, with an almost cast-iron 
guarantee of domestic tran- 
quillity at home, how best can 
China, in a fickle and dangerous 
world, guarantee a lasting peace 
abroad? I suspect that China will 
work that out, without haste. And 
I imagine China will accomplish 
it, without fear. Just as it has so 
adroitly managed to achieve what 
will most probably be a lasting 
peace at home.

Cutie’s decision lets archdiocese return to mission

s scandals go, the saga of Alberto 
Cutie has had it all. 


Celebrity, religion, clandestine 
photos, sexual innuendo, national TV ex- 
posure. There’s been a little shock, a little 
awe and lots of ink and video. 

On Thursday, Cutie mercifully brought it 
to aclose. By joining the Episcopal Church 
and announcing plans to marry the woman 
to whom he has been romantically linked, 
the 40-year-old former Roman Catho- 
lic priest made a decision that should put 
an end to the story. It was, in retrospect, 
where the story has been heading all along. 
As long as Cutie refused to renounce his 
temporal love, he could not continue on the 
same spiritual path. 

The Catholic Archdiocese took his ac- 
tion to mean that he had ex-communi- 
cated himself. It’s a shame that Cutie did 
not reach out to the Catholic bishop to an- 
nounce his intention to join the Episcopal 
Church. Still, his decision should bring the 
affair to a tidy end. 

Now the archdiocese can concentrate 
on its more fundamental and worrisome 
problems — finding a way to keep strug- 


gling parishes and charities alive in a time 
of shrinking collections. 

Some will be disappointed in the denoue- 
ment of this drama. That includes those 
who believe the Catholic Church should 
have accommodated Cutie as well as those 
who feel that his behavior has weakened 


their faith. 

Cutie’s charisma no doubt attracted be- 
lievers to his former church. No surprise 
then that his sudden loss of standing within 
the church for which he so ably prosely- 
tized hurt many of his followers. 

Yet the great religions that have with- 


stood the test of centuries are founded 
on the doctrine and timeless ideals of in- 
spired teachers, as well as the institutions 
that disseminate the holy word. Those who 
place their faith in celebrity instead of the 
message of their own religions will always 
be disappointed.

Judge approves sale of 
Chrysler assets to Fiat

NEW YORK — A federal 
bankruptcy judge approved the 
sale of most of Chrysler LLC’s 
assets to Italy’s Fiat, moving 
the American automaker a step 
closer to its goal of a quick exit 
from court protection. 

Judge Arthur Gonzalez said 
in his ruling late Sunday that a 
speedy sale was needed to keep 
the value of Chrysler from de- 
teriorating and would provide a 
better return for the company’s 
stakeholders than if it had cho- 
sen to liquidate. 

The proposed sale must be 
approved to preserve the value 
of Auburn Hills, Mich.-based 
Chrysler’s business and what is 
ultimately left for its stakehold- 
ers, Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez’s ruling came after 
three days of testimony last 
week, during which everyone 
from the automaker’s outgoing 
chief executive to dealers slated 
to lose their franchises took the 
stand. 

Chrysler has maintained that 
selling the bulk of its assets 
to Fiat Group SpA is the only 
way it can avoid selling itself 
off piece by piece. In exchange 
for a stake in the new Chrysler, 


Fiat has agreed to share with it 
the technology it needs to create 
the smaller, more fuel-efficient 
vehicles now craved by U.S. 
drivers. 

With the approval of the sale, 
Chrysler could emerge from 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy protec- 
tion within weeks. 

A trio of Indiana state pension 
and constructions funds, which 
own $42.5 million of Chrysler’s 
$6.9 billion in secured debt, still 
object to the sale, saying that it 
does not provide a big enough 
return for secured debt hold- 
ers, while paying off unsecured 
stakeholders. 

The Indiana funds bought 
their debt in July 2008 for 43 
cents on the dollar. Their at- 
torneys have said they would 
appeal to U.S. District Court if 
Gonzalez approved the sale. But 
Chrysler has said that any delay 
could cause the deal with Fiat to 
crumble. The Italian automaker 
has the option of pulling out if 
the sale does not close by June 
iS: 

As part of Chrysler’s restruc- 
turing plan, a UAW retiree 
health care trust will receive 
a 55 percent stake in the new 
company, while Fiat will get a 
20 percent stake. 
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Going into Chapter 11,

NEW YORK — General Motors filed for Chap- 
ter 11 bankruptcy protection Monday as part of the 
Obama administration’s plan to shrink the auto- 
maker to a sustainable size and give a majority own- 
ership stake to the federal government. 

GM’s bankruptcy filing is the fourth-largest in 
U.S. history and the largest for an industrial compa- 
ny. The company said it has $172.81 billion in debt 
and $82.29 billion in assets. 

“The General Motors board of directors autho- 
rized the filing of a Chapter 11 case with regret that 
this path proved necessary despite the best efforts of 
so many,” GM Chairman Kent Kresa said in a writ- 
ten statement. “Today marks a new beginning for 
General Motors. ... The board is confident that this 
New GM can operate successfully in the intensely 
competitive U.S. market and around the world.” 

As it reorganizes, the fallen icon of American in- 
dustry will rely on $30 billion of additional financial 
assistance from the Treasury Department and $9.5 
billion from Canada. That’s on top of about $20 bil- 
lion in taxpayer money GM already has received in 
the form of low-interest loans. 

“Our agreement with the U.S. Treasury and the 
governments of Canada and Ontario will create 
a leaner, quicker more customer- and completely 
product-focused company, one that’s more cost com- 
petitive and has a competitive balance sheet,” CEO 
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Fritz Henderson said at a news conference in New 
York. “This new GM will be built from the strongest 
parts of our business, including our best brands and 
products.” 

The Detroit automaker said warranty coverage, 
service and customer support will continue unin- 
terrupted; plants will continue to make cars and 
trucks; and employees and essential suppliers will 
continue to be paid. GMAC Financial Services said 
in a statement that it will continues to provide auto- 
motive financing to GM and Chrysler dealers and 
customers. 

The plan is for the federal government to take 
a 60 percent ownership stake in the new GM. The 
Canadian government would take 12.5 percent, 
with the United Auto Workers getting a 17.5 percent 
share and unsecured bondholders receiving 10 per- 
cent. Existing GM shareholders are expected to be 
wiped out. 

GM said it expects the bankruptcy court process 
to last 60 to 90 days. 

GM will move forward with four core brands — 
Chevrolet, Cadillac, Buick and GMC — and cut four 
others. The company plans to cut 21,000 employees, 
about 34 percent of its work force, and reduce the 
number of dealers by 2,600. 

GM said it was finalizing a deal to sell Hummer, 
and plans for Saturn are expected to be announced 
within weeks.

WICHITA, Kansas — A man 
suspected of shooting to death a 
well known provider of late-term 
abortions was in jail Monday 
while investigators looked into 
possible connections to anti-abor- 
tion groups. 

Dr. George Tiller, 67, was serv- 
ing as an usher during morning 
services Sunday when he was 
shot in the foyer of Reformation 
Lutheran Church in Wichita, 
Kan., police said. The gunman 
fired one shot at Tiller and threat- 
ened two other people who tried 
to stop him. 

The suspect, identified by one 
law enforcement agency as Scott 
Roeder, was taken into custody 
some 170 miles away in a Kansas 
City suburb about three hours 
after the shooting. 

His brother, David Roeder, told 
The Topeka Capital-Journal the 
family is “shocked, horrified and 
filled with sadness at the death 
of Dr. Tiller” and the possible in- 
volvement of their relative. 

He called his sibling “kind and 
loving,” but said he suffered from 
mental illness at times in his life. 

“None of us ever saw Scott as 
a person capable of or willing to 
take another person’s life,” David 
Roeder said. 

Tiller had been a lightning 
rod for abortion opponents for

decades. The women’s clinic he 
ran is one of three in the United 
States where abortions are per- 
formed after the 21st week of 
pregnancy, when the fetus is con- 
sidered viable, and has been the 
site of repeated protests for about 
two decades. 

Outside the clinic Monday 
morning, flowers were placed 
along a fence, and the anti-abor- 
tion group Kansas Coalition for 
Life left a sign saying members 
had prayed for Tiller’s change of 
heart, “not his murder.” 

In Washington, the U.S. Mar- 
shals Service said that as a 
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result of Tiller’s shooting, At- 
torney General Eric Holder had 
ordered it to “increase security 
for a number of individuals and 
facilities.” 

A protester shot Tiller in both 
arms in 1993, and his clinic was 
bombed in 1985. Sedgwick Coun- 
ty District Attorney Nola Foulston 
indicated that charges against 
Scott Roeder will not be filed 
Monday. Foulston noted that the 
state has 48 hours to charge any- 
one who is in custody and said she 
planned to take the full two days 
to decide. She said any charges 
would be filed in state court. 





Suspect jailed in Kansas doctor’s killing 
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Extremists trouble 
medical community

ATLANTA — Bombings. Bu- 
tyric acid attacks. Sniper shoot- 
ings. Letters filled with fake 
anthrax. These are some of the 
tactics used over the years by an- 
tiabortion extremists. 

The slaying of Dr. George Til- 
ler in his Kansas church Sunday 
was part of a decades-long his- 
tory of domestic terrorism aimed 
at abortion providers, carried out 
by a small minority of the much 
broader and generally peaceful 
movement that opposes abortion. 

Tiller’s slaying appears to be 
the eighth of an abortion clinic 
worker, and the fourth of a doc- 
tor. A fifth doctor was shot but 
survived. 

These illegal tactics — de- 
nounced by many peaceful anti- 
abortion activists — multiplied in 
the 1980s, as the broader move- 
ment shifted away from pressur- 
ing the women who were having 
abortions to the medical person- 
nel providing them, according to 
Carole Joffe, a sociology profes- 
sor at the University of Califor- 
nia, Davis. 
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The shift in emphasis was 
a smart public relations move 
for those who oppose abortion, 
casting women as victims while 
exploiting public uneasiness 
over doctors who performed the 
procedure. 

Clinics and clinic workers were 
subject to vandalism, bombings 
and death threats through the 
1980s, but it was not until March 
1993 that the United States saw 
the first known political slaying 
of an abortion provider. Dr. David 
Gunn was shot during a protest at 
a Pensacola, Fla., clinic. 

A year later, Congress passed 
the Freedom of Access to Clinic 
Entrances Act, which President 
Bill Clinton signed in May 1994. 
The law outlawed “force, threat 
of force or physical obstruction” 
to patients and clinic workers. 

Supporters of abortion rights 
credit the law with stemming 
some of the intimidation at clinics. 
But serious incidents continued 
throughout Clinton’s presidency. 

Those who support abortion 
rights maintain that violence and 
the threat of violence has led to a 
shortage of abortion providers. 
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Janitor holds cop’s 
gun during arrest 


NEW YORK — A New 

York janitor found him- 
self holding a policeman’s gun 
when the officer needed a free 
hand to handcuff a suspect. 

Police spent an hour trying to 
collar a motorist who struck a 
taxi and a jogger, then fled on foot 
after hitting a van. 

Police say the suspect slipped 
into a basement and tried to dis- 
guise himself as a janitor when 
the real maintenance man spot- 
ted him and went for help. 

The officer who responded was 
trying to cuff the suspect with 
his gun drawn when the weapon 
wound up in hands of janitor Plac- 
ido Contreras. Contreras tells the 
New York Post he only held the 
gun for a moment. 

An NYPD spokesman praised 
the officer for “adapting.” 


Budget cut proposal 
would close 220 parks 
C A SACRAMENTO — Gov. 

Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger’s budget cuts could mean the 
closing of up to 220 state parks, 
among them the home of the 
world’s tallest tree and other at- 
tractions that draw millions of 
visitors. 

Schwarzenegger recommend- 
ed eliminating $70 million in 
parks spending through June 30, 
2010. An additional $143.4 million 
would be saved in the following 
fiscal year by keeping the parks 
closed. 

“This is a worst-case scenario,” 
said Roy Sterns, a spokesman at 
the state parks department. “If 
we can do less than this, we will 
try. But under the present pro- 
posal, this is it.” 

Among the parks that could 
be closed, the parks department 
said, are Lake Tahoe’s Emerald 
Bay, Will Rogers’ Southern Cali- 
fornia ranch and Humboldt Red- 
woods State Park, which boasts 
the world’s tallest tree, a giant 
that tops 370 feet.

LOS ANGELES — The thought would have hit gum- 
shoe Philip Marlowe as soon as the bus pulled up: “I 
needed a drink, I needed a lot of life insurance, I need- 
ed a vacation, I needed a home in the country. What I 
had was a coat, a hat and a gun.” 

Actually, what I really had was a notebook, a pen 
and a digital recorder — oh yeah, and a seat on Eso- 
touric’s Raymond Chandler Bus Tour. 

I had decided to learn whether L.A. really is, as 
Chandler’s hard-bitten detective Philip Marlowe once 
said, “just a big dry sunny place with ugly homes and 
no style.” 

To find out, I would have to get as close to the source 
as possible. Just like Marlowe had done in “Farewell, 
My Lovely,’ when he picked up that hat and coat, 
strapped on that gun and passed through the man- 
sions, the dive bars and the “dine and dice empori- 
ums” of this gaudy city in search of a deadly redhead 
named Velma. 

The source, of course, couldn’t be Chandler himself. 
L.A.’s literary legend had died 50 years earlier. Now, 
like Joe Brody in “The Big Sleep,” he was at rest ina 
modest grave in a San Diego cemetery. 

No, the man to see would be Richard Schave, the 
guy standing by the front of the bus, the one in the 
snap-brim fedora, gaudy blue vest and white shirt.

The trip is one of 12 
off-the-beaten-path tours Esotouric company offers 
in L.A. Schave and his wife, Kim Cooper, started the 
company three years ago. 
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His outfit didn’t look quite as outrageous as that 
of the cowboy hoodlum in “The Long Goodbye,” the 
fellow Marlowe once mocked as looking like he was 
ready to “dance a tango with a ground squirrel.” But it 
made you think of it. 

The 40-year-old tour guide was impressively well- 
versed, however, on every aspect of Chandler’s life. 

Schave had grown up in this neon-lighted slum that 
the author liked to mock as a place of “sunglasses and 
attitudes and pseudo-refined voices and waterfront 
morals.” And so he knew that Chandler secretly loved 
this city, in that twisted love-hate way only an Ange- 
leno can. 

“T read his letters, and I knew Chandler liked to give 
tours of Los Angeles, about scenes from his books and 
his crime scenes in particular, and I always had this 
notion of how do you show people Raymond Chandler’s 
Los Angeles,” Schave said. 

But he might never have done that if there hadn’t 
been a woman involved. As Marlowe might say, “There 
always is.” 

Schave’s wife, Kim Cooper, began putting together 
an L.A. crime noir blog three years ago, focusing on 
the year 1947. From the Black Dahlia murder to the 
rubout of Bugsy Siegel, there was no lack of stories. 

Soon Cooper had a loyal following. And when 
readers wanted to see the crime sites she was 
writing about, it seemed only natural to 
rent a bus and take them there. 

Three years later, Esotouric offers 
about a dozen different year-round tours. 
There’s a tour that covers the favorite 
haunts of Skid Row poet laureate Charles 
Bukowski and another that takes you down 
the streets that inspired musician Tom Waits. 
The sites that shaped the works of classic L.A. 
noir writers John Fante (“Ask the Dust’) and 
James M. Cain (“Double Indemnity”) also are 
included. The great L.A. crime novelist James 
Ellroy has even climbed aboard the bus him- 
self a couple times to show riders the places that 
inspired works such as “L.A. Confidential” and 
“The Big Nowhere.” 

But the Esotouric company’s two Chandler 
tours remain the most popular of its four-hour 
Saturday excursions. 

“T’ve been a mystery buff since I was a kid,” said 
Scott Nessa, who traveled from Minneapolis with 
his friend Cathy Carter to see sites such as the ven- 
erable Hollywood hangout Musso and Frank, where 
Chandler wrote “The Big Sleep,” the Lincoln Heights 
jail, where the author gained valuable knowledge for 
Marlowe’s incarceration in “The Long Goodbye” while 
sleeping off his own benders, and the Chateau Dela- 
ware, the beaux-arts building where Marlowe was liv- 
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ing when he set out to learn who put “The Lady in the 
Lake.” It’s also the place where Brody got plugged in 
“The Big Sleep.” 

Then there’s the Barclay Hotel on the edge of Skid 
Row, the place where the bald guy in Room 332 got the 
ice pick in the neck in “The Little Sister.” It was called 
the Van Nuys Hotel in the book, a name still etched in 
the granite facade. And if the surrounding neighbor- 
hood is gentrifying these days, the signs in the lobby 
still remind visitors as they did Marlowe, “Guests 
Must Pay in Advance.” 

“He really captured the flavor of L.A.,” bus rider 
Maureen Myers, of Los Angeles, said of Chandler as 
she dug her spoon into a cup of gelato outside another 
tour stop: Scoop’s, in east Hollywood. 

A friendly hole-in-the-wall place where they don’t 
ask too many questions, Scoop’s could have served as 
a Marlowe watering hole if it only served vodka gim- 
lets instead of Italian ice cream. 

Still, the nicotine-flavored gelato offered at Scoop’s 
got the point across: This is L.A., a city where 
if oddness wasn’t invented, it was 
perfected. It’s Raymond 
Chandler’s L.A.

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Class of 09 weighs tough choice: Enter a down job market 
or pay the spiraling price of higher education

igh school graduation: the 

teenage rite of passage into 

young adulthood, newfound 

independence and the quest 
to establish a mark in society. 

The National Association for Col- 
lege Admission Counseling estimates 
the Class of 2009 could be the largest 
in the nation’s history, with an expect- 
ed 3.3 million graduates. 

For many Department of Defense 
Dependents Schools-Pacific seniors, a 
time filled with optimism and excite- 
ment is clouded with apprehension as 
they prepare to enter a national cli- 
mate in economic turmoil. 

Daily media reports of layoffs, com- 
pany closures, rising credit card debt 
and home foreclosures don’t help ease 
the fear. Many seniors are coping by 
rethinking college plans — trying to 
economize by changing their school of 
choice, planning to work as they go to 
college, or going for military options. 

Jocelyn Shulock, 18, a senior at Mat- 


thew C. Perry High School at Marine 
Corps Air Station Iwakuni, Japan, re- 
vised plans to attend college in Hawaii 
once the recession hit. 

Family members started losing jobs 
and money became tight. Hopes of 
studying photojournalism also faded, 
forcing Shulock to consider an online 
associate degree instead. 

“T am really low on money, and I 
know I need a job before I can jump 
into anything,” she said. 

It doesn’t help that tuition costs con- 
tinue to soar beyond family finances, 
derailing plans for many to pay for 
their children’s education. 

The College Board reported tuition 
at four-year public universities in- 
creased by 6.6 percent last year, and 
5.9 percent at private universities. 

Audry Padgett, 17, a senior at Kade- 
na High School on Okinawa, delayed 
her college decision to bargain for 
better financial aid packages between 
Columbia University in New York and 
Carnegie Mellon University in Pitts- 
burgh. Full tuition at both schools tops 


$50,000 a year. 

“T’m like, this school is going to give 
me 40 percent (in tuition coverage); 
can you give me 45 percent?” Padgett 
said. She chose Columbia and plans to 
major in civil engineering. 

But with her older sister attending 
Baylor University as a sophomore, 
Padgett said, her family will have 
to make serious sacrifices. She said 
they’re not wealthy enough to pay for 
college, yet not poor enough to qualify 
for lucrative financial aid packages. 

The most aggravating part of the 
process, Padgett said, is that her hard 
work didn’t pay off financially in the 
form of scholarships and other aid she 
expected. 

“My mom always told me if you work 
really hard it will pay off for you,” 
Padgett said. “I’ve never gotten less 
than an A, I’ve taken eight [advanced 
placement] classes, and all that stuff 
only gets you into college.” 

She plans to apply for federal loans 
and work her way through school. 

The Los Angeles Times recently 


reported that near the end of April al- 
most 8.5 million students — or 20 per- 
cent more than last year — had filed 
federal student aid applications. 

“T think everyone is worrying about 
how to pay for college, definitely. It 
changes where you’re going to go,” 
said Christina Robinson, 17, a senior at 
Seoul American High School at Yong- 
san Garrison in South Korea. 

Robinson said she will attend the 
University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign partly because she would 
pay in-state tuition. 

Some seniors have sidelined at- 
tending top-tier private universities 
or even moderately affordable state 
schools for online degree programs, 
entry-level jobs or enrolling in schools 
that were not their first choice. 

Jessica Magallanes, a senior at Yo- 
kota High School in Japan, opted to 
attend the University of Texas in San 
Antonio after her first-choice school, 
George Mason University, proved out 
of reach.

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Seoul American High School 
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Tuition and fees for the 2008-09 academic year at 
Mason jumped nearly 10 percent to around $21,600 
for out-of-state students. Tuition rates for the 2009- 
10 year have not been set. 

Regardless, Magallanes said, “we can’t afford it.” 

According to the Princeton Review’s recently 
released “The College Hopes & Worries Survey,” 
nearly seven out of 10 high school students surveyed 
said the rocky economy affected where they applied 
to college this year. 

Craig Rosalie, 17, a senior at Daegu American 
High School in South Korea, initially focused on col- 
leges in Oregon and Florida, but switched gears to 
find more manageable tuition rates. 

“T figured the easiest thing to do is go for the place 
that requires the least 
amount of spending and 
still can give me a good 
education,” he said. 

Through a reduced-tu- 
ition program called the 
Western Undergraduate 
Exchange, Rosalie was 
eligible to attend New 
Mexico State University. 

The exchange grants 
him in-state tuition privi- 
leges, which means he’ll 
pay around $5,000 a year 
compared to the $15,500 
nonresidents pay. 

Rosalie said an adult 
told him that even though 
the economy is down, col- 
lege was a good bet. “If 
you’re going to go broke, 
go broke for an education, 
so that way you can make 
money [later],’ Rosalie 
said he was told. 

Others say the financial 





Kimaya Williams, 18, a 
senior at Kubasaki High 
School on Okinawa, will be sworn into the U.S. Air 
Force this month. She had wanted to attend the 
University of Alabama in her home state, but she 
had second thoughts after watching the economy 
nose-dive. 

“Tt just got horrible, and I didn’t have any clue as 


to what I wanted to do,” Williams said. 

Juggling a full-time job and school seemed cum- 
bersome, and Williams fretted over paying for 
school and health insurance. Active in the school’s 
Marine Corps JROTC, she figured joining the mili- 
tary and using the GI Bill to fund her education was 
her smartest option. 

“T know Ill be able to go to school, and I won’t be 
accumulating a lot of debt or loans that will come 
back to haunt me,” Williams said. 

The idea of racking up debt through student loans 
and credit cards or increasing the financial burden 
on parents is not attractive to some students. 

“T don’t want to be that kid that calls home and says: 
‘Hey mom, I need money,’” said Vincent Smith, 17, 
a Kubasaki senior. Smith said his parents prepared 
a college fund for him, but he’d rather have the Air 
Force pay for a degree in computer technology. 

Michael Johnson, DODDS-Pacific principal-in- 
residence, said the economic crisis has prompted 
seniors to take a more practical approach toward 
their futures. 

“They have aspirations for going to the big-name 
schools, but they know that even if they don’t get in, 
the possibilities are still there,” Johnson said. “If 
there’s a good part to the economic crisis, it’s that 
our students are focusing more on what they need to 
be successful.” 

Jessica Fyfe, 19, of Seoul American, is leaning to- 
ward the University of Tampa as a more practical 
option, even though she was accepted into the more 
prestigious Carnegie Mellon. Tuition and board at 
Tampa runs about $30,000 a year — roughly half the 
cost of Carnegie. 

Students like full-ROTC-scholarship recipients 
Connor Lennard and Dustin Caranci, both 18, feel 
relieved they will graduate debt-free, with guaran- 
teed job security. 

Lennard, 18, a Kadena senior who will attend 
Duke University, said he started thinking differently 
about financing college after watching his university 
savings dip substantially when the recession hit. 

“T wasn’t thinking about ROTC until that,” Len- 
nard said. 

Caranci, 18, an Osan senior, said he plans to attend 
Virginia Tech and study engineering — something 
his father encouraged, because it holds the prospect 
of steady employment. 

“By the time you get out in the real world, there’s 
lots of stuff you’re going to be able to do” as an engi- 
neer, he said.

prospects are also on students’ agendas. 

Kadena senior Shanon Lautenschlager, 19, said 
his professional certification from his culinary arts 
classes will help him se- 
cure an above-entry-level 
job to help him pay for cu- 
linary school. 

“I’m looking at this as 
a way of getting better 
than a minimum-wage 
job,” he said. “The food 
industry is huge, and I’m 
halfway through the door 
already.” 

Yokota High School 
senior Marc Rogers said 
he is tailoring his col- 
lege career based on job 
stability. 

“It kind of solidified 
my choice to be a teacher, 
because there will still 
be the need for teachers 
even in a bad economy,” 
he said. 

Still, some are main- 
taining a rosier, work-as- 
you-go outlook. 

At Sasebo Naval Base, 
Japan, E.J. King High 
School senior Joe Mus- 
grave, 17, already has a 
job lined up at the cam- 
pus radio station at the 
University of Texas in 
Austin. He hopes to become a music journalist or 
photographer. 

“T’ve always known that you need to major in what 
you love, or it is not going to be right for you,” Mus- 
grave Said. 

John O’Brien, 18, a senior at Kinnick High School 
at Yokosuka Naval Base, Japan, said he won’t let the 
economic climate pin his dreams to become a pro- 
fessional wrestler. He plans to move to Atlanta in 
August to attend a professional wrestling school. 

“My father is really worried about the economy, 
but I plan on working two or three jobs throughout 
the summer to save money before I leave for school,” 
O’Brien said.

While DODDS-Pacific — stu- 
dents enter universities on ROTC 
scholarship or service academy 
appointment by the dozen, the 
numbers of those earning athlet- 
ics scholarships can be counted 
on the fingers of two hands. 

This year is no different — six, 
to be exact. But the story of two 
— Osan American volleyball 
players Sean Moye and Dan Ar- 
nold — stands out above the rest. 

They are believed to be the 
first DODDS-Pacific boys tan- 
dem to earn partial grants in 
aid to the same school to play 
the same team sport they did 
for their high school. Moye and 
Arnold will play for Mount Olive 
College, a Division II North Car- 
olina university, next fall. 

“This is a big deal,” said Cou- 
gars coach Mike Hogen, explain- 
ing that while 593 Divisions I 
and ITI schools have women’s vol- 
leyball, only 39 men’s programs 
exist in the States. 

Further compounding the dif-

ficulty, Hogen said, is that for 
every men’s volleyball scholar- 
ship, women get 91. Each men’s 
program has just 4.5 scholar- 
ships available, compared to 
12 for women’s Division I and 
eight for women’s Division II 
programs. 

As aresult, “it’s safe to say that 
Dan and Sean are among the top 
100 — and, worst-case scenario, 
top 200 — incoming freshman 
players in the States,’ Hogen 
said. 

Pretty heady stuff, consider- 


ing the difficulties DODDS-Pa- 
cific students face in just getting 
noticed by a collegiate program 
in the States. 

Visibility is the biggest prob- 
lem. College coaches must rely on 
videotapes, resumes or perhaps 
seeing summer-camp attendees, 
rather than seeing prospects in 
league action. Flying overseas 
can be too expensive, the spoils 
too thin. 

“Since we’re in Korea, there 
are no scouts who can come 
look at our games,” said Moye, 


a Mililani, Hawaii, native whose 
father is a civilian at Camp 
Humphreys. 

Time zone differences can be 
tough, Arnold said. 

“They have to get up earlier 
and we have to stay up later on 
the phone. Mail between here 
and the States takes a week. 
You don’t Know if he’s changed 
his mind. He has to see through 
video, and sometimes the quality 
isn’t good, and he can’t make a 
conclusion off that.” 

Thus, a college prospect must

be a good student, good athlete 
and shameless self-marketer to 
get the best offer — in Moye’s 
case, $10,500, and in Arnold’s, 
$9,500. Mount Olive’s annual tu- 
ition is $19,500. 

As well as Moye and Arnold, 
Hogen spent plenty of time on 
the phone and in e-mail with 
Trojans coach Cole Tallman. 

“He took into account their 
size and that they’d never com- 
peted in an environment where 
they weren’t the best players,” 
Hogen said. “He was pretty keen 
on getting these guys aboard, and 
it all worked out financially.” 

That the Cougars spiking tan- 
dem got such an offer shows that 
“anything’s possible,” Moye said. 
“If you want to, and you reach 
out for it, you can get it.” 

Said Arnold: “It can be done. 
Everybody has a different start- 
ing place. You must be 100 per- 
cent dedicated. Always have 
your goal in sight.”

JROTC cadets say training, discipline will help on any career path they take

SEOUL — Teresa Kim joined the Junior 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps three 
years ago because she thought the cadet 
uniform was stylish. 

She leaves with the promise of all-ex- 
penses-paid education at one of the most 
selective schools in the United States and 
the possibility of a career as a pilot. 

Her older brother — or more specifical- 
ly, his JROTC uniform — was her inspira- 
tion to join. 

“In middle school, I saw the uniform, 
and he looked really cool marching. When 
he became a higher rank, everybody sa- 


luted to him,” she said. 

But being a cadet was about more than 
wearing the uniform, she said. Learning 
how to march and respond to commands 
was at times difficult. 

The hard work paid off. Kim, 17, will at- 
tend the Air Force Academy this fall and 
thinks she might become a pilot. 

“T know it’s going to open a lot of doors in 
my life,” she said. 

Kim is one of 35 Seoul American High 
School seniors who have been awarded 
ROTC scholarships this year. Tradition- 
ally, Seoul American’s program, which has 
50 seniors this year, has been one of the

Dependents Schools system. 

Lt. Col. Don Hedgpath, director of the 
school’s program, said many students join 
in hopes of getting a college scholarship. 

“T think the kids are trying to find some 
way to assist their parents,” he said. 

In the past, students who went to col- 
lege on ROTC scholarships often fulfilled 
their post-graduation service duty without 


ever going to a war zone, Hedg- 
path said. That has changed 
because of the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

“The Reserve was a pretty safe 
bet, but now some of these kids 
could be called to active duty and 
go overseas,” Hedgpath said. 

The post-graduation commitment makes 
some students, like Joseph McLean, hesi- 
tate about taking an ROTC scholarship. 
The 18-year-old joined because he enjoys 
the military lifestyle and wanted to get a 
taste of what his father, a soldier at Camp 
Red Cloud, does for a living.

As a company commander, McLean is re- 
sponsible for 38 cadets — ensuring cadets wear 
their uniforms properly, march correctly, get 
the help they need with schoolwork and get 
promoted when they should. 

The best part of the position is the responsi- 
bility, he said. 

“Everybody has to listen to you. You have 
this sense of authority.” 

But it also means facing the consequences 
when his cadets don’t follow instructions. 

“For example, when your cadets don’t want 
to wear their uniforms, we get hassled about 
it from the senior Army instructors,” McLean 
said. 

Students said the program has helped them 
earn scholarships as well as learn leadership 
skills. 

“You learn to stick up for your peers. You 
learn that when you work hard, you’re reward- 
ed,” said Rebecca Fil, 17. 

She joined JROTC as a sophomore, so she 
wouldn’t have to take physical education. Now, 
she’s been awarded both Army and Air Force 
ROTC scholarships and plans to attend the 
University of Alabama and study to become an 
English teacher. 

“Tt’s funny. I went in there to avoid PE, but 
now I have more of an interest in PE,” Fil said. 

Sarah Schade’s father wanted her to join 
JROTC. She was surprised to find that she 
enjoyed it, progressing to become battalion 
commander this year and planning to make a 
career out of the military. 

She thinks she’ll study nursing at Norwich 
University on an ROTC scholarship instead of 
going to Auburn University. 

“If I do, I can progress through the Army so 
much quicker than if I went to Auburn,” she 
said. 

Schade said JROTC isn’t just for students 
who plan on joining the military. 

“Basically, the skills you learn in this class 
are going to help you in any aspect of life,” she 
said.

“Up” fulfilled lofty expectations with a $68.2 million weekend take. 


‘Up’ soars into top spot 


The animated action comedy 
“Up” took flight with a $68.2 
million opening weekend, 
maintaining a perfect box-office 
track record for Pixar Anima- 
tion, whose 10 films all have 
been commercial and critical 
hits. 

“Up” had the third-best 
opening for a film from Disney- 
owned Pixar, just behind the 
$70 million debuts for “Finding 
Nemo” and “The Incredibles.” 
Last summer’s Disney-Pixar 
release, “WALL-E,” debuted 
with $63.1 million. 

“Up” took over the No. 1 spot 
from 20th Century Fox’s “Night 
at the Museum: Battle of the 
Smithsonian,” which slipped to 
second-place with $25.5 million. 


The “Museum” sequel raised its 
10-day total to $105.3 million. 

The weekend’s other new 
wide release, Universal Pic- 
tures’ horror tale “Drag Me 
to Hell,” opened at No. 3 with 
$16.6 million. It was a relatively 
modest return for director Sam 
Raimi, whose three “Spider- 
Man” movies had blockbuster 
opening weekends. 

Paramount Pictures’ “Star 
Trek” steered a strong course, 
coming in at No. 5 with $12.8 
million and passing the com- 
puter-animated “Monsters vs. 
Aliens” as the year’s top-gross- 
ing movie so far. 

“Star Trek” raised its domes- 
tic total to $209.5 million.

Johnson overtakes Stewart 
for thrilling win at Dover

DOVER, Del. — Jimmie John- 
son was on the hunt. 

One of the most dominant 
performances of his career was 
going to be reduced to a footnote 
if he couldn’t catch Tony Stewart 
over the final few laps. 

One by one, Johnson methodi- 
cally picked off the drivers in 
front of him until all that was left 
was Stewart. 

Johnson nipped at Stewart, 
than soared past him on one final 
outside pass with two laps left ina 
thrilling finish and won the Sprint 
Cup series race Sunday at Dover 
International Speedway. 

“T had to drive so far over my 
head to get by him,” Johnson said. 
“T had no idea what was going to 
happen, but I knew I had a great 
race car. I knew there were some 
laps left and it was just time to go, 
and I got it done.” 

Johnson took control early on 
the concrete to help him lead a ca- 
reer-high 298 laps. That seemed 
to be enough for the three-time 
defending Cup champion to cruise 
into Victory Lane until a botched 
pit stop on a four-tire change with 
36 laps left knocked Johnson from 
the lead. 

He was far from sunk. 

“It was a small hiccup,” John- 
son said. 

He charged past Kasey Kahne 
and Kurt Busch until only Greg 
Biffle and Stewart were ahead of 
his No. 48 Chevrolet with 10 laps 
left. Johnson passed Biffle and 
that set up the frantic finish that 
rivaled Talladega for the most 
dramatic end so far this season. 

“We just couldn’t hold off Jim- 
mie,” Stewart said. “He was like a 
freight train coming.” 

Johnson knew Stewart was his 
once Biffle, who won a Chase 
race at Dover last year, was out of

the way. 

“That allowed me enough time 
to set Tony up and really work on 
that last little bit to find my line 
and perfect it and get by Tony,” 
Johnson said. 

Johnson won for the second 
time this season and the fourth 
time in a Cup race at Dover. He 
has 42 career Cup victories. 

“T just had to go,” Johnson said. 
“T had one heck of a race with 
Tony. That’s how racing’s sup- 
posed to be done.” 

Stewart was second, followed 
by Biffle, Matt Kenseth and Kurt 
Busch. 

Dale Earnhardt Jr. finished 
12th in his first race with crew 
chief Lance McGrew. 

“We’ve got to do this a lot,” 
Earnhardt said. “I don’t want to 
give ourselves any credit yet until 
we can perform at this level more 
consistently but I’m really proud 
of my guys today.” 

Earnhardt posted his best fin- 
ish since Talladega in his first 
race without longtime crew chief

Tony Eury Jr. Hendrick Motor- 
sports made the decision to give 
McGrew a shot at calling the race 
a week earlier than expected. 
Earnhardt ran in the top 10 for 
a portion of the first half of the 
race, and has to hope this kind of 
finish can start to turn his season 
around. 

“One of the things I liked about 
Lance is I felt like I was in the pit 
box with him all day, and I felt 
like he was riding with me all 
day,” Earnhardt said. “That was 
a good feeling. Hopefully we can 
keep that up.” 

Stewart passed Jeff Gordon for 
the Cup points lead and became 
the first owner/driver to sit atop 
the standings since Alan Kul- 
wicki won the Cup title in 1992. 

“That stat there is pretty cool 
to be leading the points standings 
this early into the new venture,” 
Stewart said. 

Gordon ran two laps down in 
his backup car most of the race 
and finished 26th to fall 46 points 
behind Stewart. 


IRL 
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Win in Milwaukee lifts 
Dixon into points lead

WEST ALLIS, Wis. — Scott 
Dixon finds it a little bit surreal 
to be leading the IndyCar Series 
standings after his latest victory. 

The start of his season made 
the reigning series champion look 
like anything but a contender, 
with finishes of 16th and 15th in 
the street races at St. Petersburg 
and Long Beach. 

“We gave up our two bad races 
in the first two races of the sea- 
son,” Dixon said Sunday after 
winning the A.J. Foyt 225 at the 
Milwaukee Mile — his second win 
in his last three starts — and tak- 
ing the top spot in the standings. 

“We can’t afford too many more 
like that,’ the New Zealander 
added. “It’s just too competitive 
out there. There’s six, eight people 
who can win this championship.” 

Thanks to a fast car and a whole 
lot of patience in heavy traffic, 
Dixon will go to Texas Motor 
Speedway on Saturday night with 
a four-point lead over both Ryan 
Briscoe and Dario Franchitti, who 
finished second and third, respec- 
tively, on the busy one-mile oval. 

Less than 100 laps from the end 
of the race, Dixon found himself 
behind both Target Chip Ganassi 
Racing teammate Franchitti and 
defending race winner Briscoe, 
as well as having to deal with lots 
of fast traffic. 

“I knew we had a better car 
than both of them,” Dixon said. 
“It was just a question of getting 
past them. And, at this place, it’s 
tough enough to be out there by 
yourself. It’s really tough to be out 
there with all that traffic.” 

But Dixon, who said he likes 
to be “quietly aggressive” on 
the track, waited for the right 
opportunities. 

Franchitti took the lead during 
a series of green flag pit stops just 
past the halfway point. The 2007 
series champion, back in IndyCar 
after an aborted shot at NASCAR 
last year, built leads of more than 


2 seconds over Briscoe and Dixon 
before he got held up in traffic 
and both got past him on lap 154. 

A duel between those two en- 
sued the rest of the way, with 
Dixon finally getting past the 
Penske Racing entry when the 
lapped car of Tomas Scheckter 
briefly held up Briscoe 25 laps 
from the end. 

It turned out to be a three-wide 
pass, with Scheckter against the 
wall, Briscoe in the middle and 
Dixon fearlessly zooming by un- 
derneath them both as the trio 
drove toward the third turn. 

“T was working on Briscoe for a 
good majority of the race,” Dixon 
said. “He and I and everybody get 
caught up [in traffic] some times. 
I actually had a run on him sev- 
eral times and he kind of ran me 
to the bottom there. We didn’t get 
caught up, luckily. 

“That’s how I got him. He tried 
to go below [me], then I got a run 
high and I got underneath him 
going into [turn] three.” 

Dixon, who led only 27 laps in 
the race, went on to win by 2.125 
seconds, nearly half the main 
straightaway. 

“It was tough,” said Dixon, who 
got his second victory of the sea- 
son and 18th of his career. “Man, 
what a long race. Traffic was [the] 
key today.” 

It was a great result for Dixon, 
frustrated after finishing second 
to Briscoe here last year. 

“We’ve come a long way, man,” 
Dixon said, grinning. “This place 
has always been so tough. I re- 
member crashing two cars in four 
laps at this place in 2005 — one 
in practice and one in qualifying. 
That’s probably a record of some 
kind. So I’m stoked that the Tar- 
get car was so fast today. I’m just 
so happy to win at this place.” 

Briscoe, who led a race-high 
154 laps, was happy enough with 
his runner-up finish. 

“Tt was a great day — until, 
whatever it was, 40 laps to go 
when Scott got me,” the Austra- 
lian driver said.

LeBron James knows how to 
shake hands. It shouldn’t be that 
hard to remember when. 

After losing a playoff series, for 
instance, no matter how much of a 
“competitor” you fancy yourself. 

For one thing, you’re done com- 
peting. For another, it doesn’t re- 
quire much effort, or sincerity. 
If sportsmanship isn’t motivation 
enough, and whatever friendships 
you’ve forged on the other side 
aren’t important enough, then how 
about just to show some respect? 

Lord knows, James gets his 
share. 

Let’s be 
clear: For 
the most 
part, James 
has been a 
model  citi- 
zen. He’s 
polite, acces- 
sible, gen- 
erous’ with 
his time and 
money, and 
plays hard 
every night. Now 24, he’s handled 
the spotlight and the comparisons 
to Michael Jordan since his junior 
year of high school with poise, 
and without the benefit of even 
one year on a college campus, let 
alone with somebody like Dean 
Smith — who mentored Jordan at 
North Carolina — in his corner. 

Even so, a little more maturity 
was in order Saturday night. In 
the seconds after the Magic elim- 
inated his Cavaliers, James had 
the good sense on his rush toward 
the exit to stop and shake hands 
with all-time NBA great Oscar 
Robertson, who, coincidentally, 
was walking onto the floor to 
present the Eastern Conference 
trophy to Orlando. 

But that was it. 

James left without saying a 
word and his explanation a day 
later was more awkward still. 

“It’s hard for me to congratu- 
late somebody after you just lose 
to them. I mean, I’m a winner. 
That’s not being a poor sport or 
anything like that,” he told re- 
porters back at the team’s facility

Sunday in Cleveland. “Somebody 
beat you up, you’re not going to 
congratulate them on beating you 


up. 

“Tm a competitor,” he added. 
“That’s what I do. It don’t make 
sense to me to go up and shake 
somebody’s hand.” 

It has, though, for generations 
of ballplayers, including a lucky 
few who were every bit as gifted 
as James, and dozens more whose 
trophy collections James will 
need plenty of luck to match. 

Jordan, to name one, made a 
point of shaking the hands of the 
Pistons’ self-styled “Bad Boys” 
every time they knocked his less- 
talented Bulls out of the Eastern 
Conference playoffs early in his 
pro career, in much the same sit- 
uation James finds himself now. 
His best was good enough to drag 
an average team through the 
regular season and into the play- 
offs. But against the best teams, 
trying to win a championship sin- 
gle-handedly too often turned his 
teammates into, well, witnesses. 

“Four other guys standing 
around waiting for something to 
happen,” Jordan conceded just 
before the Bulls finally broke 
through, “isn’t going to do any- 
body any good.” 

Oddly enough, Jordan never 
got the hand shakes returned. 
After the Bulls beat Detroit en 
route to their first title in 1991, 
the Pistons’ trio of Isiah Thomas, 
Bill Laimbeer and Mark Aguirre 
walked off the court near the end 
of the game in a deliberate snub. 
Jordan responded to the slight by 
making sure the Pistons never 
got by him again. 

Whether Dwight Howard re- 
sponds the same way remains to 
be seen. Though he said he un- 
derstood why James left the court 
without a word, if anyone earned 
a handshake and the measure of 
respect that goes with it, that guy 
was Howard.

Detroit brushes aside injuries 


to key players, keeps winning

DETROIT — The Red Wings have been without 
a league MVP candidate as well as a veteran scorer 
and faceoff man for the first two games of the Stan- 
ley Cup finals. 

Some teams might feel sorry for themselves and 
make excuses. 

Not Detroit. 

The Red Wings took a 2-0 series lead with a 3- 
1 victory over Pittsburgh on Sunday night despite 
playing without injured forwards Pavel Datsyuk 
and Kris Draper. 

Datsyuk is trying to return from a foot injury, and 
Draper is recovering from a sore groin. 

In all, the Wings have lost more than 50 man- 
games to injury during these playoffs. 

Rookie Justin Abdelkader, who wouldn’t be play- 
ing if it weren’t for the injuries to Datsyuk and 
Draper, scored his second goal in as many games 
on Sunday. 

They are the first two goals of his NHL career, 
and both made the score 3-1. 

Abdelkader became the first rookie to score in 
consecutive Cup finals games since 1981, when 
Dino Ciccarelli had goals in the first three games 
for the Minnesota North Stars. 

“He’s going to be a great NHL player,” Red Wings 
forward Dan Cleary said of Abdelkader. “He’s a 
good pro already.” 

Abdelkader, a 22-year-old left wing from Mus- 
kegon, also scored the tiebreaking goal with 18.9 
seconds to go for Michigan State in the 2007 NCAA 
championship game. 

Big, big jersey: The thousands of Red Wings fans 
in and around Joe Louis Arena weren’t the only ones 
donning the team’s famous red-and-white, winged- 
wheel jersey.

Kennedy's homer helps A’s snap four-game skid

ARLINGTON, Texas — Adam 
Kennedy knew his long-ball op- 
portunities would be _ limited 
against Texas Rangers closer 
Frank Francisco. With a fastball 
in the mid-to-high 90s and an ef- 
fective off-speed pitch, Francisco 
hadn’t allowed a run all season. 

Kennedy won the battle, break- 
ing a 4-all tie with a one-out 
homer in the ninth for his third 
career multi-homer game, and 
the Oakland Athletics ended a 
four-game skid with a 5-4 victory 
over the AL West-leading Rang- 
ers on Sunday. 

Kennedy ripped a 1-0 fastball 
off Francisco (1-1) into the right 
field seats, ending a streak of 
28 appearances without having 
yielded an earned run. Francisco 
had 17?/3 scoreless innings in his 
first 17 games this season, the 
most in the majors without giving 
up arun. 

“Off a closer, you’re not going 
to get a whole lot of chances or a 
whole lot of good pitches to hit,” 
Kennedy said. “When you get 
one, you want to put a good swing 
on it.” 

Francisco didn’t show up in the 
clubhouse for an extended period 
after the game. When he finally 
arrived, he said he wasn’t upset 
or ducking reporters but was 
just going through his usual post- 


game routine. 

“Tt was a fastball in the middle 
of the plate,” Francisco said of the 
homer to Kennedy. 

Kennedy has been one of the 
few offensive bright spots for the 
A’s, last in the AL in batting aver- 
age and homers. Kennedy went 3- 
for-5 to raise his average to .390. 

“When they tie the game and 
bring in a guy in the ninth who 
hasn’t given up a run all year... 
you think it might take a couple 
innings to hold them before you 
can get a run, just the statistical 
odds of that,’ A’s manager Bob 
Geren said. “But you’ve got to 
give a lot of credit to Adam Ken- 
nedy. He’s been phenomenal for 
us. We haven’t had a great start 
to our season, and what little suc- 
cess we’ve had, he’s always been 
right in the middle of it.” 

A’s starter Dallas Braden al- 
lowed two runs and five hits in 
six-plus innings before exiting 
with a cut on his left thumb. He 
struck out six and walked two, 
turning in a performance similar 
to his last start in Texas on April 
30 when he pitched five shutout 
innings in a 4-2 victory. 

Braden gave up a two-out dou- 
ble to Andruw Jones in the first, 
then settled in to retire 11 in a row 
into the sixth after the Rangers 
had outscored the A’s in the first 
three games of the series, 25-6. 


Braden faltered in the seventh, 
allowing a leadoff single to Hank 
Blalock and a double to Marlon 
Byrd.

Jordan emerged as the winner 
among a group of candidates that 
included Boston Celtics assistant 
Tom Thibodeau, Dallas Maver- 
icks assistant Dwane Casey and 
Sixers scout Chris Ford. 

The Sixers also interviewed 
Lakers assistant Kurt Rambis 
and spoke with Villanova coach 
Jay Wright. 

Jordan said former Wizards as- 
sistant Mike O’Koren and Sixers 
assistant Aaron McKie will likely 
join him on staff. 


Canadiens hire Martin 


MONTREAL — Jacques Mar- 
tin was hired as coach of the 
Montreal Canadiens on Monday, 
leaving his general manager’s job 
with the Florida Panthers for a 
storied NHL franchise that was 
swept in the first round of the 
playoffs. 

He replaces Montreal general 
manager Bob Gainey behind the 
bench. Gainey took over after fir- 
ing Guy Carbonneau on March 9. 

“This is a tremendous oppor- 
tunity to join this organization,” 
Martin said at a news conference. 
“When you look at the players 
who are in the organization, there 
is a strong nucleus, a strong base,

Martin’s deal with Florida runs 
through the 2011-12 season. It 
isn’t clear if the Canadiens must 
compensate the Panthers. 

Montreal is the second team 
to hire a coach in less than a 
week, following Pat Quinn at 
Edmonton. 

Carbonneau’s dismissal was 
part of a season that began with 
Stanley Cup hopes but ended 
with a first-round playoff ouster 
by Boston. Montreal had a strong 
first half, but its season unraveled 
amid injuries and the coaching 
change. 


Yankees: Subpoena will cost 
taxpayers more than $5M 


ALBANY, N.Y. — New York 
Yankees officials say it would cost 
taxpayers more than $5 million if 
the team is forced to provide in- 
ternal records sought by lawmak- 
ers looking into public financing 
of the club’s new stadium. 

Assemblymen Richard Brod- 
sky, a Westchester Democrat, 
and James Brennan, a Brooklyn 
Democrat, are questioning what 
Brodsky claims is nearly $4 bil- 
lion in financing and tax breaks 
over 30 years that was used to 
build the new ballpark. The legis- 
lators say many ticket prices have 
been hiked beyond the reach of 
fans. 

The Yankees dispute the $4 bil- 
lion figure for the stadium that 
cost $1.5 billion to build. 

Speaking during a court hear- 
ing in Albany on Monday, Yan- 
kees CEO Lonn Trost says 90 
percent of non-suite stadium tick- 
ets cost under $100. 

Trost said Brodsky was 
“srandstanding.” 

Brodsky, who took the stand, 
said he focused on the Yankees’ 
deal instead of public financing 
for the new New York Mets sta- 
dium across town because the 
Yankees’ deal was twice the cost. 
Brodsky also claimed the Yan-

late the tax law and included $1 
million to cover free tickets for 
city officials.

NEW YORK — Jets running 
back Leon Washington returned 
to the team Monday after boycot- 
ting practice the last three weeks 
while in a contract dispute. 

Washington, selected for his 
first Pro Bowl last season as a 
kick returner, was back on the 
field to start New York’s final 
week of team activities. Agent 
Alvin Keels wrote on his Twitter 
page that Washington returned

NEW YORK — Suspended slug- 
ger Manny Ramirez has dropped 
in the latest round of fan voting for 
the All-Star game, falling to fifth 
among NL outfielders. 

Ramirez was fourth last week 
in the first set of results, about 
24,000 votes behind the New York 
Mets’ Carlos Beltran for a start- 
ing spot. He is serving a 50-game 
suspension for violating baseball’s 
drug policy. He is eligible to return 
July 3, 11 days before the All-Star 
game in St. Louis. 

In results released Monday, 
the Los Angeles Dodgers star 
had received 635,530 votes. He 
trailed Milwaukee’s Ryan Braun 
(908,745), Philadelphia’s Raul 
Ibanez (817,849), the Cubs’ AI- 
fonso Soriano (775,319) and Bel- 
tran (741,875). Milwaukee’s Mike 
Cameron was sixth, about 100,000 
back. 

Ramirez hit .348 with six home 
runs and 20 RBIs in 27 games be- 
fore he was suspended May 7. 

Dodgers manager Joe Torre 
has said Ramirez should skip the 
game even if he’s voted to start.

CLEVELAND — Relief pitcher 
Rafael Betancourt was placed on 
the 15-day disabled list Monday 
by the Cleveland Indians due to a 
strained right groin. 
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Betancourt left Sunday’s game 
against the New York Yankees in 
the middle of the eighth inning 
with the leg injury, giving the In- 
dians eight players on the disabled 
list. Only the Tampa Bay Rays 
have more, with nine. 

Betancourt is 1-1 with a save 
and a 3.71 ERA.
